They gave Woodrow Wilson of New Jersey 
and Thomas R. Marshall of Indiana, the oan- 
Gidates of the Democratic party, forty-one 
out of forty-eight states, and 482 of the 581 
ovtes in the electoral college 

To Roosevelt and Johnson they gave four 
states with a total electoral ovte of 87. 

President Taft suffered the greatest humil- 
lation of any president in history. He car 
rie@ only three states, which represent 12 
votes in the electoral college. 

Not only did the people give the Wilson- 
Marshall ticket the commanding majority of 
1 votes in the electoral college, but they 
placed him far in the lead in the popular 
vote The figures available, based on esti- 
mates, show the three candidates received 
the following number of ballots:

What a tremendous reversal has been sts- 
tained by the Reptiblican party during the 
last four years will be appreciated weren the 
above returns are cotnpared with the popular 
vote of 1908, aa follows:

Call Exrected to Be Issued Soon After 
Wilsen Inauguration — Underwood 
Admits This Is Program, 


Birmingham, Ala., Nov. 6—([Special.]— 
Bills have been drafted and others are now 
being drafted looking to general revision of 
the tariff downward.

In view of the well known ambition of her 
uncle, Ernest, Duke of Cumberland, to se- 
cure the throne of England, supported as he 
was by a considerable portion of the tary 
aristocracy and by the order of Orangemen, 
of which he was the grand master, it was a 
matter of the utmost importance in connec- 
tion with Princess Victofia’s succession that 
she should be born on English soft, and 
Matthew Wood alone rendered this posstble. 

Thie was not the only occasion on which 
Matthew Wood went to the financial aesist- 
anee of the Duke apd Duchess of Kent. 
When the duke died suddenly at Weymouth, 
Princess Victoria belhg but 9 months old at 
the time, Matthew Wood paid off his local 
creditors, and thus enabled the removal of 
his remains to London, which the local 
tradesmen had prevented until the satis- 
faction of their claims.

Queen Victoria never forgot this treatment 
of her dead father and of her widowed 
mother by the people of Weymouth. 

The town had until then been one of the 
most fashionable of seaside resorts, owing 
to the patronage of royalty. Queen Victoria 
not only put a stop to this patronage froin 
the time of her accession to the throne, bu: 
even went so far as to dissuade people from 
going there, so that it entirely lost ite vogue 
and much of its former prosperity.

Dr. Gustafson Goes Back Into History. 

The meeting began with a dissertation by 
Dr. Axel Gustafson on the causes and so- 
chological history of vice. He said that the 
problem never had been solved and thet it 
could best be coped with in segregated 
quarters. 

I contend thet segregation is best because 
there is no other immediately availabie 
method of showing that society ecknowi- 
edges its responsibility for vice,” said Dr. 
Gustafson. ‘ Segregation will constantly 
thunder into the ears of all true hearted men 
and women that the causes of vice must be 
removed.“ 

Dr. W. A. Evans, former health commis 
sioner, said all modern medical authorities 
agreed segregtaion of vice did not eliminate 
or mintmise the greatest resulting evil of 
viee—the spread of contagious diseases. He 
declared Denmark, Norway, and Sweden, 
after experimenting with segregatian, hed 
abandoned it. He said there was no poselble, 
practical meane of medical inspection. 


Cosson Tells Experience in Iowa. 

Attorney General Cosson said he had de- 
come interested in the vice problems several 
years ago, when. he was a member of the 
Iowa legislature, and that he was the author 
of the Cosson law, which did away with 
segregated districts in the, state. He de- 
clared that in the larger cities of Iowa segre- 
gation had brought about traffic in women 
and corruption in police and city official 
circles, 

Segregation elwaye has 4 politica) ma- 
chine,” said Mr. Cosson. “This machine 
knows no party, no law, no God, and no 
conscience. The Rosenthal murder in New 
York was the result of the operation of just 
such a machine. Murder, rapine, and other 
crimes always go hand in band with segre- 
gation.

He 
denied, it was said, that the property found 
in the car belongs to the navy and added that 
the company constantly buys at auction an- 
tiquated naval supplies, 

The federal officials pointed to the mark 
„U. S. WNY ” found on porthole covers and 
other battleship equipment as evidence that 
the seized property belongs to the govern- 
ment. The mark signifies the articles were 
made at the Washington, D. C., naval yard. 

Leut. A. J. James, in charge of haval re- 
eruiting in Chicago, and others who witnessed 
the gelsure of the car, made the identifica- 
tion. 

The seized property, which was valued at 
$15,000 and believed to have been stolen from 
the Mare Island na val yard near San Fran- 
cleco, was taken possession of during the day 
4 by ‘federal officials.

“Our system is simply to live within a stated 
sum, get what it will provide, and do without 
other things. It is wonderful the difference 
this plan makes in one’s expenditures. We 
studied articles on the apportionment of one’s 
income and modified them to suit our individ- 
ual circumstances. The sum set aside for 
the table: forbids fowl and high priced steaks, 
and out of season fruits and vegetables, but 
it permits serving a variety of nourishing and 
appetizing .food for much less than we had 
imagined possible. I buy carefully, taking ad- 
vantage of sales. I plan the meals twenty- 
four hours ahead and utilize all leftovers, study 
food values, and replace meat and pastry by 
less expensive things if I find I am running 
over my Allowance. We watch THE TRIBUNE 
and shop , carefully before buying clothing, 
house linen, etc., and by keeping strictly within 
a fixed sum for ‘incidentals,’ are saving con- 
siderably in this direction. From our experi- 
ence we recommend the double 8 to those who 
do not wish to sacrifice comfort or happiness 
but do want to spend less money. W. M. J.”

Garden and a Pig. 


„ wish to relate my experience in reducing 
the cost of living. Our home is in the suburbs, 
where space is more plentiful than in the city 
and less valuable. We have a back yard 
measuring about sixty to ninety feet, and my 
wife suggested that we turn part of it into a 
vegetable garden. My two boys and myself 
turned the ground with a spade and we planted 
all kinds of vegetables, according to season, such 
as carrots, lettuce, beans, peas, beets, cabbage, 
etc. Very soon we had not only all we needed 
for our trouble, but could supply our neighbors 
to a small extent—enough to pay for the seeds 
we had bought and a few garden utensils. 

In one corner of our yard we fixed a pig sty 
and bought u suckling pig for $1.50. We fed 
him on the slops from the kitchen, and when 
he grew larger we occasionally bought a sack 
of wheat, bran, or a bushel of corn. With an 
expenditure of about $6 we had a hog weighing 
185 pounds. At the first cold weather in Octo- 
ber we slaughtered the animal and obtained 
about six gallons of pure lard, had enough fresh 
hog meat for the whole week, besides we made 
blood sausage, hogshead cheese, and jelly, 
pickled some of the meat, and had a little left to 
give to a couple of neighbors. We found the 
scheme so profitable that we bought another pig 
to fatten. 

“We work in our garden an hour or so each 
day—my sons, my wife, and myself—thus thé 
work is not too hard for either, but is a recre- 
ation. Our back yard is greatly improved in 
looks and admired by all our neighbors. We 
found this an easy. way to reduce the cost of 
living, and recommend it to all those who wish 


to save.

If this be 
done, the cards in the designated row in the 
first layout wi: in the second layout de 
assembled in the fourth vertical row 6-6. 
The performer again asks the chooser to 
inform him in which horizontal row the 
card he previously selected lies, count- 
ing as before from the top horizontal 
row downwards. With this information at 
hand the performer knows the card selected, 
because he has been advised at just which 
part of the row containing the card it is 
located. All that remains for him to do, 
therefore, is to show the card to the specta- 
tors in as dexterous a manner as possible 

Perhaps the best way of doing this is as 
follows: Pick up the sixteen cards in four 
packs of four cards each, being careful to 
have the selected card on top of one of these 
packs, face downward with the others. Place 
the four packs on the table, being careful to 
remember in which pack the selected card 
lies. Suppose, for example, it ia the top card 
in pack No. 3. Ask the party who previously 
selected the card to choose any two in the 
packs. If he says No. 1 and No. 2, or No. 1 
and No. 4, or No. 2 and No. 4, remove the 
packs designated; if No. 1 and No. 3, remove 
packs No. 2 and No. 4; if No. 2 and No. 3, re- 
move packs No. 1 and No. 4; or if No. 3 and 
No, -4, remove packs No. 1 and 2. 

There then remains two packs on the table, 
of which one is No. 3, containing the selected 
card. Ask the party to choose one of these 
two packs. Regardless of which he chooses, 
remove the pack which is not No. 3. The 
chooser will usually not notice that the per- 
former follows his own will in taking up or 
leaving the cards chosen; at any rate he can- 
not be sure of any inconsistency until after 
the second choice is made, and if the per- 
former explains that he always follows the 
method then used, the chooser will assume 
that the performer did so before. 

Having now sifted the matter to one pack, 
by intuition according to the performer, let
